Tim Present Con Kress. 

Since the assembling of the present Congress, 
public expectation has been on tiptoe in anxiety 
for what they would do.

these political warriors, with breathings of 
threaktings and slaughter, inarched up to the 
scene of carnage and after firing a few blank 
cartridges, seem to have "vamosed the ranch" 
and left the enemy in clear possession of the 
field. It seems that Buncer.nlie at home won't do 
for principle abroad — that the expressed opinion 
of one issolated congressional district, in one 
particular state, won't do to govern the varied 
interests of our wide spread country — that a 
know-nothing from the North can't agree in 
sentiment with a know-nothing from the South, 
and that the whole opposition to the adminis- 
tration is in a state of "confusion worse ctn- 
fotindod" and can do nothing effective. 

This is as wecxpcctetl. and have predicted. — 
We have known all along that the principles of 
the democratic parly as enforced by Fktlincus 
I'ttttcT. are the ones which must be in the ascen- 
dent, and that time would vindicate them, and 
the American people uphold them.

Hon. Jajies T. MoRKiiEAn expired at his resi- 
dence in Covington, on Friday morning, Decem- 
ber 29, lts>4, in the . r >*th year of hi.- age. I5y 
his death Kentucky loses one Of her ablest anil 
noble-t public men. Xo purer patriot ever 
served hiscuttntry; no kinder, nobler heart ever 
beat in human bosom. He was a man oftgenius, 
of industry, anil of knowledge; an eloquent or- 
ator, a profound lawyer, awiseand sale states- 
man; a man kind ami generous almost to excess; 
an amiable, high-toned, polished [eiitleuian, 
wlio-e bland and cordial manners were a fit ex- 
ponent of a heart constantly overflowing with 
the best fc dings of our common nature. 

A rapid -ketch of the chief point- of his ca- 
reer is all we can give to-day, but hope hereaf- 
ter to have some materials which will enable 
Us to prepare a worthier tribute to his memory. 

Mr. Morehead was bom in Bullitt, county, 
Kentucky, near Shepherdsville, May 34th, llffl. 
His boyhood was chiefly spent at HuSsellviUe, 
whither his father removed when he was four 
years old. He was educated at Transylvania 
University; s udicd law first with Judge Brod- 
nax. then with Ex-Governor Crittenden; com- 
menced the practice of his profession at Bowli

Advantages or tuk Ixdetexdext Teeaslbv 
ststem. — Accompanying the report of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury on the finances is a re- 
port by Mr. Gouge, <vho was directed to in- 
vestigate and make report of various point* con- 
nected with the safe-keeping and disbursement 
of the public money. Mr. Govge's report is one 
of the most interesting and valuable documents 
transmitted to Congress. His remarks upon the 
operations and advantages of the independent 
treasury law arc particularly interesting at the 
present time, when facts are being developed 
which show the wisdom of the treasury policy 
adopted by the present administration. 

After making some suggestion as to the best 
means of facilitating the transfer of the public 
funds, and the lessening the expenses of safe- 
keeping and removing the same, Mr. Gouge 
concludes his report with the following sum- 
ming up of the effects of the constitutional trea- 
sury system if faitfully carried out, viz: 

1. It will increase the amount of gold and sil- 
ver in the vaults of the banks and the pockets 
of the people. 

2. Though it cannot control the banks, it will, 
to a certain extent, check them in their expan- 
sions, and thus weaken the force of their subse- 
quent contractions. 

3. It will prevent those losses which were BO 
frequent in former years, and which are the ne- 
ce-s;iry consequences of suffering public officers 
intrusted with the public funds to apply them 
to their private u-es. 

4. It will give the government, at all times, 
the control of its own funds, so that it can ap- 
ply them to the pitblio service just when and 
where it chooses — a control it could not have if 
it should deposite the public money in the banks, 
and the banaks bould lend it to their customers. 

5. It will prevent tho<o derangements of bank- 
ing, exchange, ami commercial operations which 
are always caused by governments effecting 
large loans in bank ere lits; and by paying off 
the public debt through the medium of bank 
agency. 

6. Though it cannot prevent frequent explo- 
sions of banks resting on insufficient capital, 
and conducted on wrougprinciples, it will, it is 
believed, unless under very extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, prevent a general suspension of 
specie payments. 

7. If a general Suspension should unfortun- 
ately occur, it will afford n standard by which 
,tlte depreciations of the currency can lie exactly 
ascertained, and greatly facilitate a return to a 
better state of things. 

"The less government has to do with banks, 
and the less banks have to do with government, 
the better for both," if it be not an adage, ought 
to be one. "Every inquiry 1 have made," said 
Mr. William Jones, the "first president of -the 
United States Bank, "has entirely convinced me 
that every formidable difficulty with which the 
bank (that is, the United States Bank) has had 
to contend has been produced by its agency for 
the government, and particularly the loo rapid 
reduction of more than eighteen in illions of the 
public deb: between the months of June, 1817, 
ami November, 1810.'" It was the Connexion 
of bank and payments in 171)7, and to continue 
in a state of suspension for more than twenty 
years. It was the connection of bank and State 
that caused our own banks to suspend specie 
payments in 1-11, and again in 1837 ..both which 
suspensions were followed by many years of 
commercial affliction and pecuniary embarrass- 
ment. Iu no country has a general suspen- 
sion of specie payments occurred, except such 
as ha- Been caured by the connexion of bank 
and State. 

The constitutional treasury system has now 
been in operation for nearly nfne years, under 
circumstances of peace of war, and payment of 
specie by the banks and of non payment, of 
deficient revenue and of surplus revenue, of ne- 
gotiation of loans ami of paying off, of loans. — 
No evil that has befallen "the banking, the 
commercial, the manufacturing, the agricul- 
tural, or the other interests of the country, 
can fair] y be attributed to its opeiation. — 
Each sscces-fiil yea: has atfbided addition- 
al evidence, not only of its feasibility, but 
of its being the system that is best adapted to 
the wants of the government and of the people 
We cannot depart from it without departing 
from the principles of the constitution. Every 
proper means ought, therefore, to be taken to 
bring it as near to perfection as possible, and to 
make it the permanent system ot the nation. 

Ecuador — Annexation. — The Panama Herald 
of the Bth had it from good authority that atreaty 
has been made between the United States and 
Ecuador, by which the latter cedes her sovereignty 
over the Galttpagos group to the United S'.atei for the 
sum of three million dollars. Ecuador is bankrupt 
and wants money to pay her debts, and three 
millions of dollars would be of more use to her 
than the islands in question, which are now on- 
ly used as a place of bani-hment for a few eon- 
victs. 

Gen. YiLAMit., the Ecuadorian Minister at 
Washington, is the proprietor of one of the Ian. - 
est islands, and has for Boms time past been anx- 
ious to sell. 

The group, as is generally known, are situ:> 
ated about five or six hundred miles from tl e 
coast of America, and liotiniinediatcly under the 
equator. The archipelng i cons st i of ten pri i a 
cipal islands, of which five exceed the others in 
size — are all volcatjic, and D.ikwin, whom wc 
quote, says there cannot be less than two thot s 
andcrators throughout the group. There are 
good harbors, sod the neighboring sens abound 
with whales, which causes it to be frequented by 
whalers. Excellent fish are caught close to the 
shore, and there is a fishing establishment of 
about thirty men on the islands, who dry 
the fish and find a ready market for them in Pe- 
ru. Nitre is said to exist, and latterly we have 
heard of largo deposits of guano, extending thir- 
ty miles in length by two in breadth, and over 110 
feet in depth.

RcssiaUnconqi i rable. — An intelligent Amer- 
ca.n gentleman residing iu Paris writes as fol- 
lows to the National Intelligencer. It is obvious 
the allies have plunged into a war, the SOOte- 
quences of which, to themselves, they have not 
very correctly estimated: 

"Bussia virtually is inaccessible. No power 
or powers can enter and remain on her ice-bound 
and snow-covered territory. She says to the 
world, 'Come with a small force, and I will 
overwhelm you; come with a large one, and you 
will overwhelm yourselves,' Suppose Cronsfadt 
and Sevastopol both were fo fall, of what 
consequence would it be to Uu*ua? Not so seri- 
ous a loss as the bombardment of New Fork, 
in case of a war with England or France. The 
•boys two fortresses could soon be rebuilt. There 
is no wealth iu either, as in New York. True, 
the capture of those two places would destroy 
the Russian fleet, which England greatly de- 
sires, for fear at a future day it might join 
France against her, This, iu reality, would be a 
loss to France. Russia, however, has nil the 
resources and means to rebuild her fleet in a 
very few years, even if it were destroyed. The 
fleet, however, will not be destroyed; ami if 
England calculates on the capture next spring, 
it will result pretty much as it did with 'Sir 
Charley' when lie said that in fifteen days he 
would be in Cronstadt or Heaven. His chance, 
at any rate, for the former was and is very re- 
mote. I venture no opinion as to the latter."

Abolitionism and Know-Xotuingisiu 

in Mslssach ascitis, 

Mr. EoiTon: I beg leave to say a few words 
upon lite politics of Massachusetts in 1854, as 
illustrated in the recent elections in that once 
pre eminent and proud old Commonwealth. — 
While I speak of her, no word of ours shall re- 
flect on aught that has made her great in his- 
tory, and her fame immortal. We shall speak 
only of what has temporarily sullied her name 
ami reproached her reputation! 

Massachusetts, glorious iu her revolutionary 
history, glorious while the name of Webster 
shall live — who was an honor to any country 
and an ornament to the human, race — is fallen 
full low front her once proud elevation! She 
has forgotten the memories of the mighty past, 
and closed her ears and hardened her heart to 
the teachings of him who, while living, gave her 
an honorable direction! A period of eighty years 
has obscured the glories of Concord, of Lexing- 
ton, and Bunker Hill! The voices of all the 
Adam-cs, of Quincy, of Hancock, and Webster, 
too, tire hushed forever, and in their steatl may 
now be heard the hoarse voice of treason! Theo- 
dore Parker, Fred, Douglass, Foster, Garrison, 
wilh Stone mill kindled spirits, tlirect the pub- 
lic mind; and the great men that still survive, 
ami represent an illustrious ancestry, are over- 
whelmed by tile irresi-tibla avalanche of fanati- 
cism. Massachusetts has become abolitionized 
and thoroughly know -nothing; her recent cits* 
tion attests the fact; and we may well say, "Hon 
has the miglily fallen" ! Nor need We be surpris- 
ed when leaders, even in Boston, the ancient 
"cradle of liberty," but now the haunt of big- 
otry, inflame the public mind with sentiments 
like the following. Hear Garrison on the 4th of 
July. 1854. He said: "The forms of the re- 
public were left to us, but usurpation was sub- 
mitted to; the revenues of free government turn- 
ed to tho cud of extending the slave power; the 
Declaration had been termed, in the United 
States Senate, unrebuked, a "tissue of lies;" the 
slave trade was to be recognised by the with- 
drawal of our African squadron; and tlirre teas no 
hope for as hut in tcithdratring from the unltoltj com- 
pact, and forming a free northern repuUic." [Ap- 
plause.] Garrison concluded by bunting, amid 
considerable merriment, Copies of the fugitive- 
slave law, the decision ot Judge Loring, Judge 
Curtis's charge to tho United States grand jury, 
and was proceeding to burn the constitution, 
when Mr. Milieu asked that the paper might be 
laid on the table till the question was settled as 
to the whether it did countenance slavery. 

Again, Philips said: "The -It h of July wasa 
jubilee of national independence, and it was for 
us to make it also one of liberty. No one need 
io imagine, becau-e a few leading men to-day 
hated slavery, that Massachusetts was an autl- 
slaverv State, else Burns would not have been 
carried back. Had we a proper governor, may- 
or, or a true popular feeling, it would not have 
I been; we wanted a governor who would act 
when our laws were trr*lden under foot. It was 
for the voters to s.*ry whether Massachusetts 
should hewni anti-slavery State after next fall, 
I spite of all the Caleb Cashing- in existence!" — 
Massachusetts has complied, and anticipated 
the wishes of the speaker! They have elected 
an abolition-"know-iiolhing" governor, and a 
true "populrrr-feeling" has been created which 
would burn the cimstitution, refuse obedience 
to the laws, and trample every right, human and 
divine, in the black sink of abolitionism! 

Again: hear Dr. Stone before the municipality 
of Boston. Speaking of the Compromise of 
1850, the fugitive-slave law, and the rendition 
of Burns, he said: "On us, soon after this 
measures was pas-ed, a little local experiment 
was tried to test our feelings. A lellow-man 
wan seized, tried under their specialfortns, adjudg- 
ed to bondage, delivered up, and carried off. — 
It was a sad sight, ami somewhat perilous ex- 
periment, and was not encouraging to another 
attempt!" 

"It was not a pleasant sight to look upon our 
court-house turned into a slave prison, surround 
e l and guarded by the bayonets of aliens and 
foreigners! It was not pleasant for our mer- 
chants to find the streets blockaded and them- 
selves kept from their placi s of btt-iue-- ; or io feel 
thai any increased commotion would bring on an 
iron rain from the muskets of our. own soldiery 
and those of foreigners! Anthony Burns is no 
more a man, nut a chattel! But it may be that 
triumph has been too dearly bought, . that the 
cord was drawn to its utmost limit, and that the 
experiment may be tried once too often!" 

rhese are a few specimens of the treasonable 
eloquence of Massachusetts. The accusal ion is 
publicly made against the foreigner, because 
he volunteers and stands side by side with the 
native-born citizen, who levefl his country, her 
constitoion, and her laws, and is ready to vin- 
dicate their supremacy and integrity against the 
title of fanaticism and treason! 

The distinguished Executive, with a sense of 
duty to the country, ^nd with a heroic resolu 
tiou scarcely less titan that of the illustrious 
Jackson himself, said to the marshal of Massa- 
chusetts, "The lairs must be executed!"

Mr. Banks, who represents the abo- 
lition anil know-nothing fanatics in Congress, 
charges upon foreign Catholics disloyalty to the 
constitution and allegiance to the Pope!

The petition was filed 
for the sale of the real estate of an infant, and 
for the reinve ttm silt of the proceeds in o her lauds. 
The decree directed the coram issioner a. rid guar- 
dian to report to Ihe Court "an abstract oflhetUle 
tothe land jiropo-.cdto be rsrrhased." 

Before the reinvestment was iuade, and whilst 
the money was in the hands of the commissioner, 
subject tothe control of the court, the infiuit 
die !, leaving a widow, but no children. 

TI15 Court, per Justice Siites,'hc!d — 
• That the only question for decision is, whether 
the money ari-ing from the Bale bf the real es- 
tate, in the hands of the commissioner, was prop- 
erly decreed realetale, for pttrposta of distribu- 
tion, by the Coutt below. 

His Honor rules that it is an established doc- 
trine in equity that things shall be considered as 
done which ought to have been done; that no 
rule is better settled than that money directed to 
be employed in the purchase of land, and land 
directed to be converted into money, are to be con- 
sidered as that species of property into which 
they arc directed to be converted, and this in 
whatever manner the direction is given, wheth- 
er by will, contract, marriage settlement, or oth- 
erwise. (Poicellu.i Devi e-, 1 vol., G' ; Williams 
Executors, 1 vol., Loughborough v LoughW- 
ough, lfl5. Monroe.) 

So, lands purchase I by the guardian of an in- 
fant, with his personal estatej'.will, in ca e of his 
death doting his minority, be considered still as 
his personal property. So also, where the com- 
mittee of a lunatic invested part of his personal 
estate in lands in fee, it was held that they should 
be taken as personality, and at his death not 
go to the heir at law. (Williams on Execu- 
tors, 1 vol., 413. ) And his Honor says that there 
is no reason why the rule should not operate in 
this present case. Here, the fund is placed by 
instrumentality of the guardian, under the con- 
trol of the Chancellor, with the ascent of the 
infant, as he alledgcs, for a certain purpose, and 
incipient steps taken to accomplish that end. 

His Honor holds that the Chancellor did not 
err in applying the rules applicable to the 
tributiou of reality to the funds described. 
Decree affirmed. 



Congressional. 

Washington, Dec. 29. 

Senate. — A communication from the Secreta- 
ry of War was received relative to the improve* 
nient of the liock River rapids.

HouSC, — Mr. Farley, from the Committee on 
Territories, reported! back, with amendment, the 
Senate bill, authorizing the construction of the 
subterranean line of telegraph from the Missis- 
sippi and the Missouri rivers to the Pacific 
ocean. Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

The act for settling private land claims in 
California was referred to the Committee on 
Public Lands. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on the army appropriation bill. 

This, together with the bill making appropri- 
ations for l Itu Gjneral Post Office, Was SUOSe 
qi ently reported to the House. 

There was no debate upon them. 

Mr. McDoagal wished to amend the army bill 
by appropriating $20,000 for the purposes of de- 
monstrating how far camels can be employed 
for transportation over deserts, but the Speaker 
ruled the amendment to be out of order, on the 
ground that the law does not authorize such ap- 
propriations. 

Mr. Bonton made an ineffectual effort to amend 
the bill demanding post-office appropriations, 
so as authorize the Postmaster-General to con- 
tract for carrying the mails from Independence 
to San Francisco in coaches, and sleighs, con- 
tractors to Open the roads, and charge a moderate 
toll for travelers. Both bills passed. 

Mr. McDougal presented Col. Fremont's re- 
port describing his last explorations, which was 
ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Noble introduced a bill, making appro- 
priations for continuing the public works at 
Monroe, Mich., and moved that it bo referred to 
the Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Haven thought that the House should in- 
struct the committee to report 140 bills, the nam 
ber of items in the river 
bv the President. He knew 
obtain the reasons whv the President vetoed that 
bill. , - 

Mr Campbell was opposed to so many bills. 
There should be a general bill for river and har- 
bor improvements, they being of national impor- 
tance. 

Mr. Haven said that the President had prom- 
ised his reasons at length for his late acts, and he 
wished by the cour.-c he had suggested to obtain 
them. He desired the people to know whether 
the business of the legislature is to be confined 
to Government officers alone. 

Mr. Canfield said the Constitution requires 
the President to give his reasons for the 
veto. He thought it but courteous to the 
President to delay action, in order that his views 
might be placed ou the journal. 

Mr. Babcock wished to know the reasons of the 
gentleman for desiring the promised views. 

Mr. Canfield replied that it was duu to tho 
Executive. 

Mr. Haven repeated the desire to obtain the 
promi-ed views. 

Mr. Bavly expressed surprise at the views ta- 
ken by Mr. Haven. 

Messrs. Washburn and Bayly continued the 
debate upon the point of the President being 
bound by the Constitution to give hi-, reasons for 
the veto. 

The tloor was then obtained successively by 
Messrs. Haven, Lc cher, and Greenwood, ami, 
after a somewhat desultory di -eiission, Mr. No- 
ble's bill-was then referred to the Committee on 
Commerce. 

A bill was introduced requesting the Presi-

Mr. Washburn introduced bills f ir the erec- 
tion of bublic buildings in Kansas, and provi- 
ding for the construction of roads and bridges, 
and improving rivers in that territory, and for 
ageological survey, and to except certain towns 
from sale or preemption, and to establish post 
i roads. Eefered. 

House adjourned to Saturday.

Hemp. — The receipts thisyear over 1H53 aro 
altogether about 1,700 tons, of hackled hemp 100 
bales. Stocks in store un-old *,} 1 1 bales against 
],20ti bales at this date last sei-oii, aitd average 
price $1j per ton below its value at that time. 
Most of the sales for the past sixty days have 
been on credit. We quote cash prices to-davat 
from $100 to $115 for dew-rotted and $150 to 
$Hi5 per ton for hackled. Demand very limited; 
holders anxious to realize, and quite 5,000 bales 
will probably be carried over winter. 

The total stocks of American hemp in the At- 
lantic cities arc about 3,300 bales hackled and 
4,200 bales undressed, showing an exec-s of ful- 
ly 2,000 bales dressed over last December, while 
the stock of undressed is nearly thesame. Prices 
eon siderhly less, and both kinds reported ex- 
cessively dull, declining, and quotations nomi- 
nal. The stock of Russian yarns and all foreign 
hemp is estimated at one-fourth, and of gunny 
cloth fully 5,000 bales below this date last, sea- 
sou. Prices of all kinds except Sute arefully 10 
per cent, higher than last December, held firmly; 
but without much demand. The stock of Bosnian 
hemp in England is reported at 1,933 tons against 
,'>,-77 tons pa 1st December, 1853, and prices quo- 
ted at £56 against £37 at same period; market 
firm but inactive, with supply sulficient for the 
demand. 

The Kentucky crop is reported a full average 
•Jld usually good. The yield of Missouri is es- 
timated about the same as last season and of su- 
perior quality, and taking into view the most 
important facts connected with our hemp, viz: 
A crop of three million bales of cotton — great 
decrease in imports of gunny cloth and hemp — 
unprecedented scarcity of seed — probability of 
rigorous blockade of all Russian ports and "con- 
sequent prospect of export demand — all these 
would seem to warrant us in anticipating higher 
prices. But on the other hand, we find heavy 
stocks and declining prices of bale rope — a sur- 
plus of 9,000 bales in Mocks of hemp last Decem- 
ber — very limited consumption on Bast for cor- 
dage purposes — possibility jof cotton becoming 
so low as to be substituted to some ex- 
tent — greatly diminished demand from the Ohio 
river m a nuf acturers — and lastly, and most im- 
portant, the serious and increasing stringency in 
money matters, and the reluctantly compelled to 
believe that no improvement will occur, and that 
the opening prices for hemp will range from 
$90 to $1 10 per ton, according to quality. 

Bale Roi'i: — Stocks light here for the time 
city manufactured is held at 8 to 8Wc; other 
kinds from ~% to 8c, without buyers.
